ABSTRACT 

A cue stick of the type used for playing billiards. A deflection resistant strengthening 
wrap is located adjacent a terminal end of the cue stick, and/or at other points on the cue stick 
that may experience deflection during a ball strike. A first strengthening wrap substantially 
prevents deflection of the tip piece upon impact with a billiard ball. Other strengthening wraps 
may be provided to prevent deflection at other locations on the cue stick. The strengthening 
wraps are composites formed of a screen, a sheet of material, and a resin. The screen is 
preferably metallic. The sheet of material is a plurality of fibers that form a fiber wrap of 
graphite, fiberglass, kevlar, or other material. 
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
